M.C., AF.C., the well-known - 


commentator on aerial warfare, when he broadcast from 
London yesterday on the latest developments of the war 


the administrative headquarters of 
the war 1s not to be under- 
estimated, Berlin ts still the ad- 
ministrative headquarters of the 
Germans and every attack that 
disarranges communications, in- 
dustries, manufactures, etc., will 
hamper the whole fabric of the 
German war effort. 

“For these reasons it is well 
worth making Berlin one of 
the chief objectives of our 
bombers, however difficult it is 
to get there, more so now that 
the Russian bombers are at- 
tacking it as well. Everyone 
agrees that the Russians and 


German claim that they had shot 
down six R.A.F, planes over Berlin, 
when it was the Russian Alr Force! 
that had attacked the city, That 
error of propaganda was a serious 
Tefiection on the German reports! 
of the progriss of the war in the; 
east. 

“It might even be that the 
eagerness of the Germans to make 
war has been responsible for the 
feeling of the immunity from at- 
tack which Berlin has held in the 
past,” sald Major Stewart. “There 
were courageous Germans who 
urged their Jeaders on. But I 
wonder now as Berlin feels the 
war more and more immediately 
and more and more severely, 
whether this feeling still remains. 

“There are people here who say 
that the bombing of Berlin ts a 
waste of effort and that there are 
many other closer targets which 
are just as important. There are 
many targets that are just as im- 
portant as Berlin, but personally 
I think that hard hits on Berlin 
are well worth the while. When 
there are attacks by the R.A.F, on 
one side and by the Russian Air 
Force on the other, I think it will 
have a very appreciable effect on 
the course of the war. 


BERLIN AS TARGET 
“Lord Trenchard emphasised 
that to bomb the German soldier 
in Germany was more effective 
than to bomb the German soldler 
in some country he has overrun. 
Psychologically, I think Lord 


ourselves have succeeded in 

hitting Berlin very hard. The

LONDONER’S IMPRESSED. 

“London has been having a4 rest- 
ful time, but Londoners will join 
with me when I say that ff it will 
ease the strain on the Russians, 
they hope the Germans will try 
and bomb us here again. They 
have been Impressed by the way 
in whitch the Russians have been 
fighting and they long to take 
some of the burden from their 
shoulders. 

“I think the Londoner's feeling 
of satisfaction when after being 
bombed in his own city he héars 
:that Berlin has been bombed 1s 
justified by military facts. Berlin 
does contain important objectives. 
Attacks of this kind have an im- 
mediate and powerfui effect on 
the course of the war. The popu- 
lar conception that the capital of 
a country is its heart is fully Justi- 
fied, the conception being that a 
country cannot fight on if its 
capital’ is knocked out, 

“We have now a number of 
long-range heavy bombers,” con- 
tinued Major " Stewart. .. "Their 
numbers are being ‘added to every 
week, - The Russians too have 
long-range bombers. From our 
bases in England we can reach 
Berlin now carrying largé bombs. 
From the Russian bases, the Rus- 
sian bombers can also reach’.Ber- 
lin. The attack is thus coming 


Trenchard was right. So long as 
the Germans feel that they have 
a part of thelr country to which 
they can retire for a rest during 
bombings, they will always be able 
to call up reserves Of energy with 
which to hold out.

Japanese Launch New 
Campaign Of Terror 
In Southern Kiangsu 


CHUNGKING, (By Airmail): 


Sufferings of the Chinese In the 


occupied areas o1 southern Kiangsu are intens fled as a result 
of a new campaign of terror under the guise of “bandit suppres- 


ston” Inunched by the Japanese 


and the puppet troops of Nan- 


king, according to a Shanghai dispatch quoting recent arrivals 
from Soochow and other cities on the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 


way. 
The campaign, which really aims , 
at the extermination of patriotic 
Chinese struggling for freedom 
and imdependence, jg part of a 
scheme drawn up by the “Japan- 
ese Ambassador to Nanking.” 
Kumataro Honda. Designed “to 
strengthen the Nanking regime,” 
the scheme calls for the creation 
of a puppet army and the expan- 
sion of Nanking’s present mer- 
cenary force of 180,000 into 500.000 
men, whose job is to ald the Jup- 
anese in slaughtering patriotic 
Chinese elements Jn the occupled 
areas : 
The ‘campaign. which js to be 
completed in five months, started 
on May 21 when’ a_ so-called 
“Bandit Suppression Committee" 
was set up in Nanking. But ac-' 
tually it did not get under way 
until July 1 after Wang Ching- 
wel’s return from Tokyo where 
the Honda scheme recelved offi- 
clal approval. Four districts in 
southern Ktangsu are marked out 
for “bandit suppression” work !n 
the first period. They include 
Soochow, Changsiu, Quinsan and 
Talchong. 
Shanghai ts also included Dut 
due to the existence of foreign 
settlements no direct action can 
be taken. Instead, the Japanese 
and the Nanking regime have dis- 
patched large numbers of “special 
service agents” tu intensity their 
terrorist activit'es in the for- 
eign-admindstered areus. 


MAILS SUSPENDED 


in the prosecution of the cam- 
paign, both 1and and water com- 
munications in the above-men- 
tioned four districts are now 
blockaded. The Japanese under- 
take to blockade the water routes, 
while the puppet troops are made 
responsible for and operations. 
As a result of the blockade, nu 
only travelling in the affected 
areas ts prohibited, but even the 
delivery of matis js compelled t 
suspend, The blockade 1s mostly 
rigidly enforced in areas on the 
border of Soochow and Changshu. 
Ignorant of the new Japanese 
move, many Chinese returning to 
their native villages in these arear 
are turned back and forced to 
wander about in misery. 


In the “bandit suppression” 
areas, the Japanese and the pup- 
pet troops are also enforcing 
stringent measures restricting the 
movement of foodstuffs and com- 
modities. Nothing cad be brought | 
into or out of these areas without 
the permission of the Japanese 
and such permission can he ob- 
tained only by payment of large 
bribes, 

Ameng the goods canned frcm 
being taken out are metals. rice, 
wheat, flour, beans, cotton, hemp, 
hemp products, oxen, pigs. sheep, 
eggs and egg products, bristes, 
feathers, tea, tung ofl, raw silk, 
tobacco, hides and bottles, The 
category of goods forbidden entry 
into these areas includes ma- 
chines, soap. kerosene, petrol, 
matches, lumber, candles, salt, 
toads, cotton yarn, co.ton Plece 
goods, woollen piece goods, artt- 
ficial silk and artificial silk goods, 
sugar, medicines, surgica) instru- 


ments, etc. 


As a result of the rigid eniorce- 
ment. of “control measures,” trade 
between the blockaded districts 
and the outside world js virtually 
at a standstili and consequently 
there 4s an alarming shortage of 
foodstuffs and other dally neves- 
sities, Just take Soochow as an 
instance. Owing to lack Of ade- 
quate supply from the netghbour- 
ing villages, the city is experienc- 
ing a keen shortage of icc. 
Consequently, the price of the 


‘staple has jumped from $120 to 


$170 per picul. This hag resulted 
in widespread suffering among 
the poor and many persons are 
dying of starvation or of eating 
poisonous foods. 


RESULT NIL 


Militartly, the result of the cam- 
patgn Js nil, for Government 
troops and guerilla units, Instead 
of becoming gulet, are increasing- 
ly active in the so-called “Bandit 
suppression” areas.

Now, as an 
added precaution, barbed wire 
barricade. is alsg erected in the 
Sovchow-Quinsan section of the 
Railway. In doing so, the Japan- 
ese have caused extensive damage 


to farm products on the side of! 


the railway. 

The campaign is now in full 
swing. It can serve no useful 
purpose to the Japanese and Nan- 
king but only to tntensify the 
hatred of the people in southern 
Kiangsu and steel] their will to re- 
sist— (Central News). 


CHINESE EMIGRANTS 
TO PERU 


Overseas Chinese in Peru who 
have left the country are allowed 
to return there provided that they 
are armed with a “Ficha de 
Reingreso,” (re-entry permit), ac- 
cording to the Peruyzan Consulate- 
General in Hongkong, 

Tne ‘Ficha de Reingreso” 15 
usually for OMe year, but the 
local Peruvian Consul-General Is 
empowered to extend it one more 
year. Those without these papers 
are, however, not permitted to re- 
enter Peru.

Hon. Dr. P. 8S. Seiwyn-Clarke, 
Director of Medical Services, was 
in the Chair, and members pre- 
sent were Rev. W. H. Alton, Rev. 
H. A. Wittenbach, and Messrs. E. 
L. Curtis, C. N. Li, C. C. Liao, Tsoi 
Po-tin and Wong Quincey. 

The Chairman reported that no 
reply had so far been received to 
the urgent representations made 
to Government by the Committee 
at its previous meeting. 

He intimated that he felt that 
he had every member of the Com- 
mittee behind him when he em-

Members of the Committee 
made it clear that they fully ap- 
preciated the magnitude of the 
task, which the Monopoly had to 
face, especially in view of the very 
large number of grades (alleged to 
be over sixty) with which the 
Monopoly had had to deal when 


taking over rice transactions in|. 


June. 


It was apparent from the 
statement of Government po- 
icy that part of the high cost 
of rice was referrable to the 
expenditure involved in build- 
ing up, storing. and turning 
over a large reserve for de- 
fence purposes. 

The Committee suggested that 
it would be reasonable to charge 


this very considerable expenditure 
against the revenue collected in 
the form of War Taxation. From 
information published in the Press 
on Aug. 8, it appeared that mil- 


. Yons of dollars had had to be ex- 


pended on megt, butter, air rald 
precautions, and so on. 

The Committee contended that 
the provision of adequate stocks of 
rice a8 a defence measure could 
not unreasonably be charged to 
sitnilar heads of revenue as those 
used to pay for other foodstuffs.

unable to accept the justice of this 
submission, the Committee ex- 
pressed the hope that Government 
would give early consideration to 
the grant of a subsidy from re- 
venue to enable the Monopoly to 
sell certain grades of rice below 
the cost entailed by the system 
in vogue. 


From the reference made by the 
Government spokesman to criti- 
cism of the Monopoly on the score 
of sale-prices and to the Monopoly 
being a public institution that 
should operate on sound economic 
principles, it was a further sub-" 
mission of the Committee that an 
effective method of -allaying any 
possible misunderstanding that 
might exist in the minds of the 
community at large would be to 
publish at reasonable intervals 
statements of accounts and 
balance sheets relating to the 
operations of the Monopoly. 

Should certain reasons exist 
rendering {t undesirable for those 
transactions to be made public, it 


‘was suggested that Government 


might care to consider the possi- 
bility of divorcing the accounts 
relating to the acquisition, storage 
and turnover of rice needed for 
defénce purposes from those deal- 
Ing’ with the acquisition of stocks 
for the day to day requirements 
of the population of the Colony. 

In the absence of some such 
accounting, it would appear 
that the poorer members of 
the community were being 
called upon to pay a War Tax 
on an essential food com- 
modity. 


The Committee felt justified in 
their respectful submissions by the 
contents of a recent White Paper 


(published in the Press on Aug. 9),
